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DETAILED ACTION 



Notice of Non-Responsive Amendment 

1. The reply filed on March 14, 2003 (Paper No, 1 1) is not fully responsive to the 
prior Office action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

Applicant's election of species is not responsive. It is also confusing and 

thus it is unclear where the examiner should start the search. This is elaborated 

upon below. 

As stated in paragraph 10 of the Restriction Requirement, if applicant 
elected the invention of either of Groups I or II, applicant was required to elect 
from the patentably distinct species of type of "chemical construct". Applicant 
was required to elect, for purposes of search, a single, specific structure of the 
claimed "chemical construct". This structure should have all variables defined 
down to the level of atoms and bonds, i.e. be completely defined as a single 
structure. The claims readable on the elected species should also be indicated. 

Applicant has elected the invention of Group I. Applicant also elected the 
species of "chemical construct" to be that of Example 1. Applicant states that 
claims 1-13 and 17-23 are readable on the elected species. 

However, it is simply unclear how claims 1-13 and 17-23 read on the 
species of "chemical construct" in Example 1. First, it is unclear what exactly 
corresponds to each of the parts of the claimed chemical construct. That is, what 
Structure corresponds to each of Y, R, Fr, G, L , L , and A? This is especially 
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true because the compound in Example 1 has different portions that might 
correspond to these entities and the instant claims (e.g. claims 5-13, 17-20) 
require specific structure and/or function. Second, it does not appear that some of 
the claims indicated by applicant to read on the elected species actually do read on 
the species of chemical construct in Example 1 . For example, what corresponds 
to the "sensitising group G" that is "ionisable to form a positive ion" of instant 
claims 10 and 11? Third, it is unclear what each of the "selectively cleavable" 
sites are. Without this information, it is impossible to determine which type of 
chemistry denoted in instant claims 21-23 reads on the elected species and thus 
where to begin a search. 

Thus, to avoid confusion and to aid in the examination of the case on the 
merits, a fully responsive election is required where the relationship between the 
terms of the claims and the elected species is clear.
